LOUIS, Mo., Moy 20.—Cara were
running to-day an the Park, Laclele,
Delmar, Page and Spaulding  avenue
linza of the Bt. Louls Transit Company
without any Interruption from tha stri-
kers or their friends. No attempt Was
made to run the cars on schedule time.
Bometimen they made the round tripin
about three-fourths of the usual time,
Sometimes it took them nearly twlce ns
long, Every car that went cut and
eame baek unharmed was considered
the net proceeds of o notable achleve-
moent, and Its crew recelved (o grestings
like those extended to an only son on
hia return ‘from. a war, There was no
outbrenk of any kind during the day.

The first disturbance was begun by a
balky harse, which went on an Indlvid-
ual strike at the corner of Elghtecnth
and Chestnut’ stroets.

The Inoculation of Chiness and
Japanese s quletly going on. From
unoflicfnl sources it Is learned that
nine Japaneae and cleven Chinese were
Inoculated with Haffkine yesterdoy,
and twenty-six Japanses and fcty Chi-
nese to-doy. At all the exits of the clity
doetors are stationsd and unless a Chl-
nege ar Jupanesp can exhibit o certifi-
cate of (noculation he I8 not prrmitted
to pass the city limits,  The declara-
tlon of the board of health that the
plague exiats n the Chinese quarters of
the clty has produesd no alarm outside
at that sectlon. The chief feature of
the sltuation Hes in the oppositlon of
the Chinese and Japanese to inocule-

thon.

The positlon of the board of health ia
that the clrcumatances do not warrant
the quarantining of the Chinese dis-
tricts, of the compelling of fts inhabi-
tants to submit to Inoculation, so long
as they remain In the eity. Only those
destring to leave the elty rre réquired to
be inoculated. The Chinese and Japa-
nese an & whole are opposed (o Inocula-
tlon. They have relalned counsel to
contest the matter in the courts, ghould
the board of health resort 1o forcible
mMEasures.

PROFESS0R MURDERED

By Unknown Assassin—Motive Was

found In an unconsclous condition and
died four hours Iater in the Proabyter-

'rof. White left the university at 10
a'cloek lunt night for the Powellton nv-
enue statlon of the Pennaylventa ratl-
rond, 1o bonrd o truin for Germantown,
n wuburh, Hhortly before 11 o'elock he
was found Jn an unfrequented part of
Thirty-second stroet.  His skull  hal
peen crushed, evidently with an  Iran
tnr, He dlod early this morning at the
hospltnl without regaining  consofous-
ness,

It has not yot been positively estab-
Hahed that the motlve was robbery, s
the only artiele missing trom the body
wos the professor's watch, A small sum
of money In one of the pockeis was un-
Wisturbed,

Mr, Prentins,In deprecating the Meth-
odist blghop's =ttitude, mineed no
words, and charged Great Britain with
manufacturing saympathy.

Thinks England Instigated Address.

“I belleve,” he sald, “that Bishop
Hartzell came here at the Instigation of
England to misrepresent the Beers, X
gay this as o Methodlst. There 18 no
question In my mind that England is
greatly interested In the sentiment of
the American publie. She has the power
to crush out these small Boer republics
and trample down the men who are
fighting for freedom and libarty, but she
docs not want to fly in the face of pub-
lic sentiment of other nations. Eogland
probably pays more attentlon to public
feeling In thls country than to that
manifested in other countries.

“Bishop Harizell's nddress Is for
reading, This I8 a meeling of repre-
sentatives of & church, scattered in all
parts of the globe. The authorities in
Washington nre watching the procred-
fngs. President McKinley ls & Matho-
cist,

Criticizes Flag Incident.
